Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 4 "cotton fibers" has no% antecedent basis. 
Also it is unclear as to the structure of the fabric. 1$ *6 a 
nonwoven fabric comprising a mixture of cotton and thermoplastic 
fibers or a woven fabric in which the mixture is used as ways and 
weft? In claim 2, there is no antecedent basis for the term "ways" 
in referring to claim 1. Claim 5, has no\ basis in fact in claim 
1 since claim 1 does not need thermoset fibers. Claim 6 is ft© 
improper multiple dependency. How is the ammonion gas applied to 
the fabric. 

Clarification would be greatly appreciated. 
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
